Management Activities

gualify/re-qualify with less-lethal shotguns. The less lethal shotguns are already in our inventory and will not
need to be purchased. Officer McGuire was previously certified as a less lethal shotgun instructor, but his
certification has expired.

This training and certification will provide a valuable alternate to potentially deadly force with subjects who are
a threat to themselves, the public, or our officers.

***Officer Wade does not qualify as he carries a lethal shotgun and the two systems cannot be carried
simultaneously. ***
